THE THIRD PARTY MOVEMENT. 

A third party movement in politics ordina- 
rily is a mere game, instituted and encouraged 
dy one of the other two parties for its own ad- 
vantage. Ia the nature of things the third 
party, organized upon the eve of a national 
campaign, cannot hope for success. It may, 
however, change the result as to the other 
two, The Free Soil movement of 1848, though 
thousands of honest men engaged in it from 
the best and most patriotic motives, was main- 
engineered and controlled by men whose 
dolle aim was the defeat of Gen. Oass for the 
Presidency. Tue subsequent course of the 
Van Burens—father and son—proves conclu- 
sively how little they, at least, were actuated 
by any other feeling than that of revenge ; and, 
Fot, without them and those who sympathised 
with them in that purpose, it is doubtful 


whether the Free Soil party of 1848 would 


dave assumed dimensions of a formidable char- 
acter. The third party movement in 1856 had 
men in it who, like the Van Burens, were 
“there for the effect it would have in securing 
mo election of the Democratic nominee for the 
Presidency. Illinois was carried for Buchanan 


through the instrumentality of the third party; 
and so were other Northern States. The honest 
Patriotic masses who were inveigled into i, 
had no such object in view; but the result 
was just the same as if they had been actuated 
solely by a desire to defeat Fremont and elect 
Buchanan. Without knowing it, they were 
used by artful and scheming politicians to se- 
cure a Democratic triumph. The election of 
_ the Republican State ticket, at the same time, 
is conclusive evidence that had all the people 
of the State expressed their choice at the polls 
des between Buchanan and Fremont, the latter 
would have received the electoral vote of IDi- 
nois. Could the secret history of that move- 
ment be written out, certain prominent Pemo- 
cratic pames would figure init as active agents 
in organizing and ma ntaining it in the feld. 
who have never been suspected by their dupes 
of having had any other feeling than that of 


hostility toward it. 


The same game is to be played again in the 
Presidential contest of the ‘present year, and 
with the same intent—the defeat of the Re- 
publican nominee. Under the taking name of 
the Union party, a few of the ſossil remains of 
a past political generation, aided by others 
secretly desire the success of the Demo- 
‘eratiic party, and who hold confidential rela- 
tioas with the scheming leaders of that party, 
have initiated a movement which it is hoped 
by the latter will deceive a suflivient number 
of honest and patriotic men to secure the olec- 
tion of the Charleston nominee. The Dem- 
cracy feel entirely safe in the Southern Siater. 
There is really but one party in those Stater, 
andthe new Union movement cannot occasicn 
it the loss of a single electoral vote. Nor have 
they any fears that it will injure their chance 
in any one of the Northern States, while, 
abould it make any considerable head, it may 
do instrumental in giving them the vote 01 
several which, in a naked contest with the Re- 
publican party, they would inevitably lose. 
An effort will be made to extend this organiza- 
tion into every free State. Already the first 
steps have been taken for the accomplishment 
of that result inJilineis. The Democracy wish 
to detach the same vote in 1860 in Illinois that 
given to Fillmore in 1856, and there>y 
securé its electoral vote for the Charleston 
- pominee. It wou.d be a personal insult to tle 
most of those who contemplate embarking ip 
this movement, to intimate that they desirc 
the triumph of the Democratic party. We will 
not do them that injustice. We know they 
desire no such thing. We know that, as be 
tween a Republican or a Democratic triumph. 
they would greatly prefer the success of the 
former. And it is precisely because their par- 
tialities are on the side of Republicanism, that

Within the two or three days past, no one 
in Chicago has put a tumbler of water to his 
lips without having, whether conscious of it 
or not, a reminder of the necessity which now 
exists, and which will, year after year, grow 
more imperative, for the deepening of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan 
that the Chicago river, being the principal 
feeder, will change the direction of its current, 
and bring a daily flood of pure Lake water 
through the heart of the city. The wind, our 
readers need not be told, has been, for the last 
few days, blowing strongly from the South 
The shore current setting South, down the 
West side of the Lake—a current of which 
few of our readers know anything, but which 
actually exists—has, by the force of the wind, 
been reversed, and the water poured out of the 
‘river swollen by the river and the thaw, has 
been carried directly North to the pumps 
‘at the Hydraulic Works, and thence sent to 
every kitchen and dinner-table, bath-room and 
nursery in town. What it is we have no need 
to tell; but what it will become when 
the system of sewerage now progressing 
is completed, and the contents of all 
stables, manure heaps, cess-pools, 
and other places not to be named to ears po 
lite, the washings of the streets, slaughter- 
houses, distilleries, manufactories, &c. &c., are 
daily carried into the river, thence, moderate- 
ly dilated, into the tea-kettles and coffee urns 
of Michigan Avenue, Killgubben, and all pla- 
cet intermediate, we leave our readers to imag- 
| ime. It is thought by the Sewerage Commis- 
sioners and their Eugineer that they have the 
means by which, at small expense, for a few 
years at least, the river may be kept so pure 
that the public health will not suffer by the 
masses of filth that will be daily sluiced into it. 
Admitting that they are correct, there will be 
periods, varyiag in length from one day to a 
week, in which all their precautions will be of 
no avail, and during which the water from the 
hydrants will be fit for nothing except ti 

breeding of pestilence. If the causes which 
sote and stable drainings, were jn operation 
in August, the water works would for the 
time being, be a superfiuity, and the Commis 
sioners’ office a sinecure. 

We need not point out to our readers that 
if the Canal were enlarged in the manner re- 
commended, and the current of the river turned 
up stream, the sources from whence the city is 
supplied never would be contaminated by the 
filth which is now carried into the lake. 
contents of the sewers, and the washings of 
the streets, would be sent off past Bridge- 
port, and thence to the Llinois river. This is 
not one of the advantages, though by no means 
the smallest one for Chicago, that would fol- 
low the completion of that work upon some 
modification of the original plan. There are 
others, which would accrue to the public health 
and convenience, to the commerce of the port, 
the increased growth and prosperity of the 
river and canal towns, and the general good of 
the State, which we do not propose to discuss 
at this time.

TH GILPIN-REQUEST. 

A letter addressed to the President, from 
Charles Macalister, Esq., of Philadelphia, ove of 
the executors of the last will and testament of 
the late Hon. Henry D. Gilpin, of that city, de- 
cen ed, was read, communicating the intelli- 
gence that this Society had been declared one 
of the residuary legatees, in the provisions of 
said will; and a printed copy of the will was 
transmitted for the Society's information and 


use. 

The Hon. W. B. Ogden then submitted some 
extended and impressive remarks upon the per- 
sonal character of the late Mr. Gilpin, with 
whom he had long been acquainted; upon bis 
fine culture and scholarly tastes, the rare beau- 
ty and harmony of his domestic relations, the 


bis household, the judgmeut, taste gad liberai- 
ity with which he bad surrounded himself with 
the choicest treasures of literature, and many 
beautiful works of art, and the spontaneous 
muniticence he had displayed. In the impor- 
tant bequests he bad provided (with others) for 
‘this Society, as au evidence of the warm persou- 
ai interest felt by Dip? the prosperity aud wel- 
fare of this city, in h he had, for many years, 
possessed extensive landed interests. 

Mr. Ogden alluded in a feeling manner to the 
marked happiness of his private life, and the 
warm esteem and high respect he attracted 
from numerous cirple of personal friends. 
Honored, as few so eafly in life hage been, by 
calls to distinguished positions of trust and in- 
fluence, he had long since retired, in the pos- 
session of an ample estate, to the calm enjoy- 
ment of his home and library; yet exercisumg 


liberal tastes, in connection with the two insti- 

ions of bis natave city which be has so gene- 
rously remembered iu his wil, and which bad 
honored him with their highest offices. 

In allusion to some doubts which had been 
entertained or suggested respecting the validity 
of the bequest to this Society, Mr. Ogden ex- 
pressed his full conviction that the liberal in- 
tentious of the late Mr. Gilpin would not be de- 
feated, but be fully carried out.
